126 Aboard Jet in London 


Many Feared Dead in Crash 


LONDON (AP) - A BOAC jet- 


liner with 126 persons on board 
crashed in flames on a runway 
at London's airport today just 
after taking off. 


The British Overseas Airways 


Corp. said it knew of 103 survi- 
vors. The airport fire brigade 
reported three bodies recovered 
from the wreckage of the four- 
engine Boeing 707 bound for 
Australia. Police said they knew 
of five killed—three women, a 
man and a child. Eighteen per- 
sons are missing. 


Scotland Yard reported 
it 


knew of 22 persons injured in 
hospitals, some of them badly 
hurt. Thirty others were in the 
airport medical center. 


Australia House in London 


said 24 of the jet's passengers 
were migrants flying out to 
build a new life downunder.

plane's pilot, Capt. Charles Tay- 
lor, radioed two minutes after 
takeoff that an engine had fallen 
off. 


The plane made a left turn, 


attempting to reach a cross run- 
way. On impact the port wing 
fell off. 


Black smoke poured from the 


plane as it lurched in. Airport 
emergency services rushed out 
alongside it. 


A witness said: "There was a 


terrific pall of black smoke and 
flames coining from the air- 
craft. Two thirds of the plane 
appears to be intact with the 


t; 11 end still sticking up. 


"It lies almost in the center of 


the airport, 500 or 600 yards 
from the main buildings in the 
central area." 


The plane's first stop was to 


be Zurich, Switzerland. Other 
stops were listed as Tel Aviv, 
Israel; Tehran, Iran; New Del- 
hi, India; Singapore, and Perth 
and Sydney, Australia. 


A BOAC spokesman said the 


plane carried 115 passengers 
and 11 crew. 


BOAC said five of the air- 


craft's technical crew—the men 
in the cockpit—were safe. But 
they had no knowledge of the

Are We Suffocating in Waste? 


For a long time it has been obvious that 


there is danger in some of the ways man 
experiments and how he uses his surround- 
ings. Pollution of our air and water has 
been the most common and one of the 
hardest to solve since it is often the by- 
product of important and profitable indus- 
try and sometimes merely results from the 
presence of man. But there are some more 
disturbing results. 


In Skull Valley, Utah, seven thousand 


sheep suddenly died one day last winter. 
Investigation indicates that the deaths were 
caused by unexpected diffusion of fumes 
from 
a United States Army chemical 


testing area not far away. Officials point 
out that a curious set of circumstances led 
to the deaths of the sheep while other 
living creatures in the area, including the 
herdsmen and dogs, were not affected. 
However, this is hardly reassuring. If a 
mistake could kill the sheep, another 
mistake could kill children. 


But the altering of one's environment 


can mean other changes, not necessarily as 
disastrous. 


A couple of years ago. an Illinois State 


Water Survey climatologist noticed that 
rainfall averages in La Porte, Indiana, were 
considerably higher than in any other near- 
by areas. La Porte averaged 50 inches per 
year while other towns in the same general 
region averaged only 36. Other scientists 
were called in and it was quickly ascertain- 
ed that the records were absolutely 
accurate. It was also discovered thst the 


rainfall in La Porte began to increase after 
1933 
when there was a considerable 


increase in steel production in the Chicago, 
Illinois and Gary, Indiana, complex. Fur- 
ther study indicated that the rainfall 
increase in La Porte probably came from a 
combination of the pollution from the steel 
mills and the presence of Lake Michigan. 
And the changes were considerable. In a 
ten year period La Porte had 31 per cent 
more precipitation, 38 per cent more 
thunderstorms, and 246 per cent more hail 
days than did surrounding stations. 


The United States will pay for the sheep 


destroyed in Utah. But in the not too 
distant future we may have all sorts of 
claims from those whose greenhouse roofs 
have been shattered by hail or mink 
frightened to death by thunder against the 
mills which spume vast clouds of waste 
material into the skies. 


However, many ecologists consider the 


problem far more serious than determining 
who is going to pay for what. They point to 
the millions of acres of once arable land 
that has been ruined by man, to the 
changes in biochemical cycles and the vast 
amounts of carbon dioxide released by our 
gasoline motors and our jet planes. They 
warn that if the rate of combustion exceeds 
the rate of photosynthesis we shall begin to 
run out of oxygen. 


If man could take the genius with which 


he invents weapons of destruction and 
concentrate it upon saving the world in 
which we live, our children and grandchil- 
dren might have a better chance. 


Substituting Commitment for Drugs 


The House subcommittee on Interstate 


and Foreign Commerce has been holding 
hearings about the trade in illegal and 
dangerous drugs. It has been considering a 
bill submitted by the Johnson Administra- 
tion which would make the manufacture, 
sale and distribution of such dangerous 
drugs as LSD a felony with tougher 
penalties for making such drugs available 
to minors. But the committee is also 
concerned about why people, youth in 
particular, turn to drugs. 


A hopeful suggestion came from Dr. 


Donald B. Louria, president of the New 
York State Council on Drug Addiction. Dr. 
Louria is also an associate professor of 
medicine at Cornell University. 


"If you want to cure the drug problem, 


the name of the game is commitment," he 
said. In this election year, with the sudden 
upsurge of interest in politics of both 
major parties by high school and college 
students, the 
commitment to political 


causes might well replace the reliance on 
pot and pills, he suggested. 


There has been an element of frustra- 


tion and near despair in the recourse to 
drugs by young people in the United States. 
It is not merely criticism of the war in 
Vietnam but a far deeper suspicion of The 
System or the Establishment as a whole 
Demands on campuses not merely for more 
liberal regulations but a firm participation 
by students in courses of study, building 
plans and the way money is raised and used 
are further indications that young people 
want to change some of the basics of 
educational, social and governmental sys- 
tems. While some of the efforts have led to 
demonstrations which deny others the right 
of opinion and free speech, the more recent 
interest in the political campaigns shows 
that some students consider that benefits 
can come within the framework of our 
political system. 


Dr. James Green, assistant professor of 


psychology at Antioch College, writes that 


"the moral vision that is emerging on the 
campuses insists upon human well-being as 
the central moral category and requires 
that each law or authority justify itself 
through the contribution it makes to this 
end. It rejects the subordination of emo- 
tional, aesthetic, and sensory experience to 
the rational faculties, and holds that human 
well-being requires the cultivation of intel- 
ligence and the sensibilities, a greater 
capacity for rich erotic experience, height- 
ened sensory awareness, and a cultivated 
aesthetic sensibility." Young people reject 
what they consider "another morality that 
they see developing among middle-class 
Americans ... the new hedonism, a 
morality that embraces the eternal round 
of consumption and production, of cheap 
gratification and unrewarding labor, while 
retaining as an unwanted residium of the 
old system the burdens of anxiety at 
opportunity lost and guilt at pleasure 
gained." 


Youth, thinking the gates remained 


closed to its new ideas, turned in rebellion 
and escape to the hallucinogens which gave 
them at least the temporary satisfactions of 
living the new morality. 


But increasingly it appears that reliance 


upon such drugs is diminishing. Some 
students have become seriously committed 
to trying to overcome the vast problems of 
the urban ghettoes and the Indian reserva- 
tions. Others have found religious commit- 
ment in Vatican II and reforms within 
Protestant denominations. And now the 
political campaigns find 
many young 


people willing and eager to take over the 
hard work of promoting the causes of many 
of the candidates for national, state or local 
offices. 


This is the generation which must 


determine the paths the nation and to some 
extent much of the world will take in the 
next few decades. It is heartening to find 
that they are rejecting the temporary 
pleasures of drugs which after all is also a 
form of hedonism. 


Self-Determination Doesn't Always Work 


The American dedication to self-deter- 


minism is not always reflected among some 
of our allies. 


Last month some sort of a minor 


rebellion in a Filipino special forces camp 
on the island of Corregidor disclosed some 
startling news. The camp trained Filipinos 
for jungle warfare but they weren't 
intended to add to the small non-combat 
force representing the Philippines in Viet- 
nam. Instead their mission was to invade 
Sabah and take it away from Malaysia. Or 
at least this is what some members claimed. 


Sabah is on the island of Borneo and 


was incorporated in the Malaysian Federa- 
tion when it was established several years 
ago. Charges by President Sukarno of 
Indonesia that Sabah and Sarawak didn't 
really want to be part of Malaysia brought 
an investigation by the United Nations. A 
neutral team was sent to investigate the 
plebiscite and concluded that the consider- 
able majority on both Sabah and Sarawak 
preferred the Malaysian Federation. 


Sukarno refused to accept the findings 


and launched his "crush Malaysia" cam- 
paign which disappeared after his demo- 
tion and the 
anti-Communist coup in 


Indonesia. But apparently some Filipinos 
haven't accepted the findings either. 


There are about 3,000 Filipinos on 


Sabah but little else to back up a Philippine 
claim to the territory which was under 
British rule until the formation of the 
Malaysian Federation. 


President Ferdinand Marcos has offi- 


cially denied that the special forces were 
being trained to infiltrate Sabah. Instead he 
said they were to be used to combat the 
increasing strength of the 
Communist 


affiliated Hukbalahaps who control much 
of the major Philippine island, Mindanao. 
Certainly a different approach to the Huk 
question seems important since skirmishes 
with the highly unstable Philippine Con- 
stabulary forces have done little more than 
kill people on both sides, many of whom 
may have been quite innocent. 


But in our needed assistance to various 


nations of Asia, we must recognize the 
various nationalistic drives they are en- 
couraging and the prejudices against other 
Asians. And we can recall the early 
aggressive days of our own history and un- 
derstand something of the pressure upon 
the developing countries.

19 age group.

don't die of much else. On the 
other hand, many suicides 
never show up in the statistics 
to protect the family, church 
or school or because, as in the 
case of automobile fatalities, 
suicides are difficult to pin- 
point.

suicide? 


Depression Cited 


Excluding those who choose 


to die for a cause or to speed 
the end of a terminal illness, 
the individual is often in a pit 
of depression from which he 
sees no other exit at the 
moment. He can be rich or 
poor, brilliant or just passing, 
son of a socialite, clergyman 
or a day laborer. 


Among collegians, the sui- 


cide victim is probably a 
male. Girls, perhaps because 
they seem to favor slashed 
wrists and pills over guns and 
other more violent avenues, 
are more often suicide ges- 
tures. 


The potential suicide usually 


gives warning, although it is 
not a red flag waving in a 
classroom or any symptom 
which would show up on a 
medical chart. Yet parents, a 
roommate, a floor counselor 
or the family physician should 
be alert to changes in be- 
havior. 


Advise Physicians 


Dr. Edwin S. Shneidman 


and Dr. Larry H. Dizmang of 
the National Institute of Men- 
tal Health advise family phy- 
sicians to look for depression 
in "the c l a s s i c a l mood 
changes of despondency, feel- 
ings of hopelessness, helpless- 
ness, apathy, mental or motor 
retardation, loss of appetite 
and sleep disturbances." 


Dr. Edmund E. Allen, as 


director of the Development 
Center of the University of 
South Florida, warns of previ- 
ous attempts or gestures, any 
unusual or peculiar behavior, 
plans for a long, vague trip 
and withdrawal from normal 
life activities as preludes to 
suicide attempts.

Often without realizing it, 


the potential suicide uses 
these behavior hints as a call 
for help, love and attention. 


Dr. Joseph P. 
Ansfield, 


chief psychiatrist at the Uni- 
versity 
of Arizona Student 


Health Center, said, "Suicide 
is the final expression of 
depression The act itself is a 
cry for help. The student is 
desperate. In his own way of 
thinking, he sees this as the 
last and only resort. The 
suicide gesture is a cry to test 
if people really do care. He is 
depressed 
and in need of 


help." 


How maay young people 


need such help? Estimates 
vary. 


While "Moderator," a maga- 


zine f o r college students, 
claimed 1,000 college students 
succeed hi committing suicide 
each year, Dr. Richard K. 
McGee, an associate psy- 
chology professor at the Uni- 
versity of Florida and co- 
author of a statistical study of 
suicide, believes a more accu- 
rate figure of annual suicides 
on campus is slightly under 
300. 


Over-Emphasis 


"The general impression of 


psychologists counseling cen- 
ter personnel and other 'stu- 
dent-helpers around Florida is 
that the suicide problem is 
grossly over-emphasized." 


Others, such as Dr. Shneid- 


man, would call the 1,000 
figure conservative. 


Whether 300 or 1,000, the 


statistics 
don't answer the 


most important question about 
youthful suicides: why? 


Is it pressure, both academ- 


ic and social, which has 
seemed to increase each year 
as the postwar baby boom 
grew up in an increasingly 
complicated society? Is it the 
multi-university? Is it the war 
in Vietnam? Is it the family? 


Roots in Family 


According to psychologists, 


all these factors contribute to 
some extent to the mounting 
emotional stress which can 
lead to suicide, but the roots 
of the problem always seem 
to lead back to the family. 


Dean William Butler, psy- 


chologist and vice president in 
charge of student activities at 
the University of Miami, said: 


"On any campus 10 per cent 


of the population is in need of 
p r o f e ssional psychological 
counseling at any given time. 
That's a conservative esti- 
mate. Some psychologists be- 
lieve it may be as high as 20 
per cent." 


Childhood Problems 


Generally, the professionals 


trace the causes of such 
maladjustments to difficulties 
in childhood and youth rather 
than problems the youths face 
currently. 


"It's 
n o t homosexuality, 


drugs or college. The problem 
is people. The external things 
are no more than inciting 
factors," said one Miami psy- 
chiatrist. 


Yet a romantic breakup, 


guilt over premarital sex, or 
academic failure are 
often 


pinpointed as the surface rea- 
sons. 


The instability of society 


and the poor peace prospects 
of the world contribute to the 
general mental uneasiness of 
today's youth, Dr. Butler said. 


Frustration 


"In general, most psycholo- 


gists agree that frustration in 
one's society leads to severe 
depression and from there to 
suicide," 
Dr. Butler 
said. 


"What c a u s e s frustration? 
There is more frustration in 
society than ever before and

cide. Drug usage and dropping 
out are also ways of stepping 
out of life as it is. 


"The actual suicide rate of 
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the college student Is only 
about one-third the rate for 
the same age group in the 
total population at large," 
said Dr. McGee. "This would 
lead us to conclude that 
actually college life, while it 
produces unique stresses, also 
provides supports and safe- 
guards which may effectively 
prevent suicides."

the benefit of our Korean-
